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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 to 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 to 1 1 are indefinte because the steps of the process are not deary 
recited the titles to the steps 1 -6 are redundant. 

in Claim 1 the preamble recites "method for recycling metals from swarf but no 
such step Is claimed In Claim 1 the titles to the steps are redundant; in step (2) "swarf" 
does clearly refer back to "tiny particles" and "it" is indefinite.; in step (3) there is no 
antecedent basis for "washed solid"; in step (4) there is no antecedent basis for "the 
solid got" in step (5) there is no antecedent basis for "the oil floated on the upper level" 
step(6) the expression 'the washinf solution finished oil-removing" is indefinite and "it ' 
is indefinite. In Claim 1 the characterization is indefinite because the expression 
"mainly involving polyethoxylated alkyi" does no clearly define the involvement or the 
composition of the surfactant . 

The compositions in Claims 2 to 5 are indefinite. 

In claims 6 and 7 it appears that "gram" is misspelled. 

In Claims 8 and 9 the meaning og the expression "builders" is indefinite. 

In Claim 10 the expression "PH" is indefinite.

In Claim 1 1 there is no antecedent basis for "grinding swarf' 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In sectfon 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dankoff et al (US 3,997,359) in view of Hatch et al (US 2004/0152614). 
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Dankoff et al discloses the reclamation of components from grinding swarf as 
shown in the schematic flow diagram 1 designates a lump breaking and screening 
apparatus the screened material is is mixed in washer 2 using solvent plus surfactant 
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but Dankoff does not Characterize ttie wasliing solution as composed of an "aqueous 
all<ali non-ionic surfactant mainly involving polyethoxylated aikyi" but Hatch et al 
discloses a cleaner composition for metal articles comprising a surfactant such as 
Antarox BL 330 (a modified polyethoxylated straight chain alcohol) (see [ 0041 ] )which 
is equivalent to the claimed surfactant in so far as It is understood. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to remove 
oil from swarf by the Dankoff et al process using the Hatch et al surfactant since oil is 
being removed from metal in all cases.
